It cam e to an end shortly after 
I a m. y esterd ay when M arrerro , 
dripping wet from his com bined, 
moonlight ride and sw im in the 
chilly w aters, walked 75 feet to 
F airless Steel G uard T hom as D a ­ 
vidson to give him self up.

After the five-hour grilling, d u r­ 
ing which M arre ro signed a full 
state m en t confessing to shooting 
the six persons, the young father 
of two w as given a hearing before 
Justice of the P eace John H. M el­ 
vin, F alls Township.
